place in Hamilton, New Zealand. American Guernsey Asso 

ciation President Cline Brubaker and I served as delegates 
representing the AGA at director meetings held during the confer- 
ence. We travelled on Foreign Agricultural Service funds which the 
AGA obtained through the United States Livestock Genetics Export 
(USLGE). It was an honor and a rewarding experience to represent 
the United States at this conference. 

United States breeders can learn much from dairy farmers down 

under. They are very efficient farmers with a unified dairy industry. 
This unity is especially evident in their milk processing industry. 
Ninety percent of milk produced by “Kiwi” farmers is exported. All 
milk products are exported through their National Milk Board which 
receives no government subsidies. Breeders are more concerned about 
milk produced per hectare rather than per cow. 
The World Guernsey Cattle Federation Conference emphasized the 
importance of Guernsey associations around the world working to- 
gether. The Federation has already taken a big step towards this goal 
having agreed upon a global breeding program. Every national asso- 
ciation is encouraged to contribute information to Interbull so we can 
achieve a world ranking of the Guernsey population. It was discussed 
that the continued cooperation of national records organizations to 
share records between countries, including fertility and health traits 
in genetic evaluations, is needed. Interbull provided the Guernsey 
breed with its first international ranking of bulls in February. This 
ranking included Canadian and U.S. proven bulls. It should include 
bulls proven in New Zealand and United Kingdom in the next sum- 
mary. 

It was also agreed that a unified direction for the breed is essential 
in other areas too. Federation directors initiated two new programs to 
assist the breed’s unified direction towards the future. They are the 
Guernsey Dairy Farm Global Extension Program and the Harmoni- 
zation of Classification/Linear Assessments and Procedures Work- 
ing Group. 

The objective of the Guernsey Dairy Farm Global Extension Pro- 
gram is to help young farmers travel outside their home countries. 
This will allow them to experience the farming practices and cul- 
tures of another areas in the world. This program will also assist 
Guernsey youth interested in foreign exchanges. Participating coun- 
tries are encouraged to appoint a contact person in their country to 
facilitate this program’s development. The program will also educate 
youth and young members about the world dairy industry and estab- 
lish international contacts. 

The Harmonization of Classification/Linear Assessments and Pro- 
cedures Working Group has the responsibility of encouraging a simi- 
lar methods of classification between countries. We realize that we 
may never be under the same system, but creating similarities in col- 
lecting information and ranking the population will create less con- 
fusion for members. 

Cline Brubaker was elected to serve as the World Guernsey Cattle 
Federation President for the next three years. Moira Crooks of South 
Africa was elected Vice President and Bill Luff of the Isle of Guern- 
sey was elected secretary. 

A recent census showed that the world Guernsey population re- 
mains steady at 250,000 as compared with the 1991 census. How- 
ever, we did experience a drop from 65,000 cows to 55,000 cows on 
official testing programs. There is evidence of a larger number of 
bulls on test programs and a decline in home bred bulls. 

A full report on the World Guernsey Cattle Federation Conference 
will appear in the spring 1995 Guernsey World newspaper.

The Top Ten CPI Cows 


Te of the most genetically superior 
Guernseys are being recognized by 
the American Guernsey Association 
with the release of the top 300 cows for Cow 
Performance Index (CPI). Animals that 
make the list are cows that produce, repro- 
duce and pass on desirable traits to their 
offspring. 

To qualify for the high CPI list, cows must 
have calved on or after October 1, 1992. Ani- 
mals must be alive according to the United 
States Department of Agriculture (USDA) 
information, and must have an appraisal 
score assigned by the American Guernsey 
Association. The CPI list, calculated bi-an- 
nually by the USDA, is frequently used as a 
screening tool by artificial insemination or- 
ganizations for selecting bull mothers that 
will produce tomorrow’s hottest young sires 
and A.I. bulls. 


Ist - Spring Walk B Etta 
Topping the high CPI list for the third con- 
secutive time is an 80 point Lincrest Telestar 
Buttermost daughter. Spring Walk B Etta 
has January 1995 USDA PTA totals of

Arlon feels that the greatest strength he 
can bring to the board is his ability to listen 
to both sides and to give careful consider- 
ation to all viewpoints. In order to balance 
the budget, he said, “We need to up regis- 
trations, yes, but we also need to encourage 
participation in other programs such as TPE, 
DHIR and classification. Not only would we 
gain income from these programs, but we 
would also gain genetic information.” 

To increase activity in the AGA, Arlon 
would “have more personal AGA contact 
with the breeders who are out there. The 
challenge is to find cost-effective ways to 
accomplish this without stressing the bud- 
get.””

“Flute’s” lifetime 
record is 127,710 pounds of milk, 5,486 
pounds of butterfat and 4,456 pounds of 
protein in 2,142 days. 

The cows are fed a combination of a 
total mixed ration and long hay along 
with some grain in the parlor. The unique 
feature of this feeding system is that the 
cows are never on pasture. Calves at 
Marsh Homestead are fed milk replacer 
up to two months of age and then are 
weaned. After weaning, the calves re- 
ceive four pounds of grain and alfalfa 
hay. As they get older, they are intro- 
duced to corn silage and clover hay. The 
Marsh family raises their own alfalfa hay 
and corn silage, along with other feed 
on 200 acres of land. 

The Marshes are very careful about at- 
tention to detail. They work closely with a 
nutritionist and are on a strict herd health 
program. They belong to Western Guernsey 
Sires and are currently breeding 20 to 25 
percent of their herd to young sires. They 
are currently trying to calve first-calf heif- 
ers out by 24 months. One of their success 
stories is Homestead Breighton Jane, a
